AE SZ&XE—Pilcouered, fruſtrated, and veterly ſuppzelſed, Ind vnderſtandyng by her ryght truftie and 
eeghe weldeloued colin rhe Earle of Sulle, her Paicfties liefetenaunt generall of thoſe nozth partes, that ſundzpe of 
the meaner ſozt of ſuch as did fozceably and rebeflioully aſlift the ſayd rebelltous Earles in thetr trayterous attemptes, 
have by the marſhall lawe ſufired paynes of death accozdyng to thetr tult deſertes, and to the terrour and example of 0- 
thers, and that great numbers of her Bateſties common people that were lyke offenders in that rebellion, -do earneſtly 
repent, and be greeuoully ſo2y foz thetr hepnous offences paſt, and do bewayle and lament their vnhappy and miſerable 
efate, and be fully perſwaded and earneſtly bent to be from hencefoozth faythfull, lopall, anddutzfull ſubiectes to her 
Gaieſic, if it mpyght pleaſe her highneſle of her royall clemencte tograunt to them their liues and her gratious pardon 
{6 thetr offences paſt, and to receaue them to her grace, in ſuch ſozt as may belt pleaſe her Paieſtie, fo: the whiche they 
well acknowledge them lelues bounde to her Pateſtie, as her true and naturall ſubiectes, and as perſons that haue re- 
ceaued their liues and beinges from her highneſle as the minifer of Ilmightie God, foz the whiche they be bounde by 
double bande to ſerue her Bateſtie fapthfully and truely duryng the continuaunce of their liues to come, to ſpende tn 
ber ſeruice that which from her clemencte thep haue receaued. Like as when her Paleſtie loketh vpon their greeuous of- 
{ences and deteftable actions p2zactiſed and executed in this rebellion agapnſt her Pateſtie, haupng neuer geuen to them 
e2any other of her ſubtectes(as 18 well knowen)anp occaſion to neglect their ductics in ſuch ſozt as they haue done, ſhe 
isby chetr vnnaturall dealynges moued to thinke euery ofthem bnwozthy to receaue any dzop of her mercie and grace: 
&0 her molt excellent Patreſtte neuertheleſle laping apart that rigour wherunto they haue tuff{p pzouoked her, and fo- 
lowng that naturall inclination that ſbe hath euer ben diſpoſed vnto in ſhewyng of mercie, and hopyng therewith vp* 
- enrepozt made to her highneſle, that the common ſozt of her ſubiectes lately in this rebellion, do in deede ſee howe wics 
tedly they haue ben ſeduced, and do knowe and repent from the bottome of their heartes their offences towardes God 
and her Paieftie, and wyll from hencefoo2th be fapthfull and true ſubtectes to her Maieſtie : doth by this her Pa- 
iefies Pzoclamation, graunt and geue her free pardon of lyfe to all and euery ſuchof her ſubtectes within the Cotun- 
tiesof Pozke, Duriſme, Nozthumberlande, Cumberlande,and neſtmerland, who neither hath at this pzeſent,noz heres 
toloze hath had any landes, tenementes, oz hereditamentes of ariy eſtate of inheritaunce, and that they, andeuery of 
(hem,as aboue is ſapde, (ball remayne and continue without any arreſt, veration, oz diſturbaunce to be done by any of 
ber Baielties officers and miniſters, 02 any other perſon to their bodpes 02 goodes, ſo that euery ſuch ſubiect do re- 
pare to the ſapde Earle of Suſſex her Paiefties liefetenaunt, and other her highneſſes Commiſſtoners appoynted 
lo; thoſe cauſes, within fourtie dapes next after the publication hereof, and do ſubmit him ſelfe to all ſuch ozders and 
erections as by the Capde Commiſſioners (albe appoynted. whereupon euery ſuch ſubiect ſhall receaue a note in wzts 
tyng bnder the handes of the ſayde liefetenaunt,and other the ſayde Commiſſioners, 0: thee of them, teſtifipng his ſub- 
million, which ſhalbe a ſufficient warraunt to the Lozde Lode eper of he great ſeal of Englande fo; paſſyng of his pardon 
bnder the great leale, without any further ſpecia!l byll 0; to be obtayned fo; the ſame from her Mateſtie , ſo 
as he do fue out the ſame within thee monethes after the date of the ſame note, 
P:ounded alwepes. that this her aieſties pardon do not extende to any perſon nowe out of the Realme,oz in pziſon, 
© committed to the cuſtodie of any perſon, oz deltuered vpon bajle, pzomiſe, oz other to appeare at any day 02 tyme: noz 
0 any perſon that hath had(as aboue is layde) any landes,tenementes,02 heredttamentes,of anyeſtate of inheritaunce. 
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
